ward more readily. 

Dr. Lickint points out that small 
doses will result in failure and he 
advises giving about an ounce and 
fa half of glycerine three times daily 
for three successive days. He never 
observed undesirable results after 
the use of glycerine. He was able 
to obtain the removal of the stone 
in fourteen out of sixteen patients 
to whom he gave the dose men- 
tioned.

WHEN IS A WEED NOT A WEED 
In view of the ill-omened ex- 
amples of the blackberry among 


plants and of the rabbit among 
animals, it is not ‘surprising, says 
the Imperial Economic Committee 
in its report on grassland seeds, 
that stringent precautions are now 
taken against the introduction of 
such “undesirable aliens,” but only 
the event can show how the exotic 
plant will behave in its new home, 
What is a comparatively harmless 
weed in one country may prove a 
serious pest in another, and it is 
also true that what is harmful or 
useless in one country, may be, in 
a different environment, harmless 
or even useful. Alsike in Canada 
usually contains a quantity of tre- 
foil which in Canada is condemn- 
ed as a weed, but which assists the

The same might be said by many oth= 
companies and great numbers of individuals—by 
« Gatineau employes of the Canadian Internation- 
fil Paper Company, for example, their wages raised 


bo per cent, in the past year. 


| hat is the way the depression is ending. It does 
rot happen oyer-might; We shall not open the morn- 
= paper some day to read that at four o'clock the 
previous afternoon the world went back to full ac- 
vily at post-war wages. The process is gradual, 
ely individual. One by one industries revive 
their employes go back to work; ships are put 
k into service to carry the goods the nations 
demanding in greater quantities; zailway loco- 
olives and cars are taken from the melancholy 
Eines of dead equipment; factories call for coal or 
electric power; retail establishments need more 
people to serve more customers with More money 
to spend. And the circle, once started, grows larger 
and more potent as its rays of influence spread. 
Those who sit back to wait for orders or a job 
from a benevolent government, who look hopefully 
in the newspapers for word that the depression is 
over and we are “back to normal,” are likely to be 
lhe last; to find places in the procession. Pros- 
perity does not just come, but is achieved by ef- 
fort. 


The History Of Poppy Day 


The Poppy has a history dating back to antiqui-' 
y. In dhe mythology of ancient China it was well- 
rnown, by the very potency of the drug distilled 
(rom it, as the flower of forgetfulness. And 
Jnrough the ages it kept this meaning until the 
ime of the Napoleonic Wars, when a thoughtful 
ind observant writer of the period first remarked 
he intimate association the scarlet poppy had with 
he graves of those who had fallen in battle. He 
emarked that the fields of battle, Waterloo, Det- 
ingen and others—bane wastes before the conflicts 
—blossomed out after battle and the burying of 
juth into vast stretches of scarlet—the scarlet of 
betes Poppies, 

I the Great War millions hag the epportunity 
1 observing this singular phenomenon. ‘They saw 
pring from the earth, where their fall2n comrades 
ay, great vistas of poppies, waving defiantly amidst 
he shot and shell and all the terror of warfare. A 
Janadian soldier poet saw the poppies, too, and im- 
nortalised them in a poem—‘In Flanders’ Fields,” 

The War ended, the men came back to: start 
fe afresh. They expected, and quite rightly too, 
hal they would pick up the threads of cfvil life as 


they put them down to take up arms in the service 
of their country. Unhappily disappointment awaited 
many of them, and soon we saw throughout the 
country thousands upon thousands of ex-service 
men and their familles unable ito obtain employ- 
ment, and ‘lying in conditions of the direst dis- 
tress, 

In Canada the first poppy replicas were worn 
on the third anniversary of Armistice Day. From 
the modest distribution af that day the custom be- 
came universal, until last Armistice Day nearly two 
millions of Canadians carried the symbol, while 
thousands of post-war graves and hundreds of mem=- 
orials ang cenotaphs bore the emblem in the form 
of wreaths, sprays and individual flowers. 

The distribution of these symbolic flowers each 
year is the means of accumulating funds in local 
centres which serve the splendid purpose of bring- 
ing relief to the distressed and disabled emong those 
who fought, and their dependents, War's ravaging 
hand jeft marks on the hearts and bodies of prac- 
tically every man who wore the King's uniform. 
Many have been fortunate enough to have had 
sufficient strength left to rise above this condition. 
Others ‘have fought a losing battle, although with 
few exceptions every man has made a courageous 
effort to overcome the handicap. Innumerable reas- 
ons haye contributed to the need for a helping 
hand. Pensions and treatment provisions have help- 
ed thousands, but it is the man with the invisible 
disability—the man who bears no outward scars 
and who apparently came through unimpaired—that 
requires sympathetic aid from his comrades. Poppy 
replicas are not sold, but citizens are given an op- 
portunity at the time of the annual distribution to 
contribute of their means towards this great purpose. 
Thus the Flanders’ Poppy “Brings aid for the living 
from the dead.”

RADIO DEFEATING ITSELF 
(Christian Science Monitor) 

Signs are multiplying that radio advertising 
faces a rising tide of public resentment. Average 
sponsors may not realize to what extent receivers 
are becoming silent, when strictly commercial pro- 
grams are on the air, One needs only the witness 
of his own family circle, or the testimony of num- 
erous friends to know that a sort of revolt is on. 
The fact was revealed as a nation-wide movement 
during recent hearings in Washington before the 
Federal Communications Commission. 

Advertisers seem increasingly importunate. And 
(the penalty of listening to an orchestra, or a com-} 
ery sketch, is too often a series of explosive’ admon- 
itions to go out and buy a certain brand of soap, 
or cereal, or cigarettes—and to do it NOW. 

The idea seems to be to spur listeners to action 
by advice that grows ever more strenuous. For many 
the action is that of shutting off the receiver alto- 


gether, and curling up with,a good book or maga- 
zine. 


Such things seem better reguiated in various 
European nations. as in Italy, Denmark, the Neth- 
terlands. Great Britain holds so tight .a rein over 
radio advertising as practically to prohibit it. .

Foundation 
Planting blends a building into its 
surroundings.

ening remarks of the address. A 
large proportion of great men come 
from the farms.

In fact 
the college gives a good education 
in the right, kind of atmosphere.

Bast knew that his bid 
had marked him for the spade 
Ace, and if he won the spade 
trick with the Queen South 
would be compelled to abandon 
the spade suit and play for a 
double finesse in clubs. Wast 
therefore unhesitatingly won 
with the spade Ace and returned 
the heart King. 

It must be recorded that the: 
South player was highly suspi-/ 
cious of ths play of the spade 
Ace. In fact, he remarked: 

“T know perfectly well that if 
you have the Ace-Queen you will 
win with the Ace to double-cross 
me. But what can I do about 
it? You conldn’t afford to duck 
the trick in any event, so you 
have to make the same play from 
the Ace without the Queen.”

is Severed 
With Wrecking of Old 
Chemical Plant — Was In- 
dustry of Importance. 


BOUGHT BY HORN BROS. 


One of Lindsay's mosi prosperous 
industries in the days when trade 
was booming was the Hodgson 
Charcoal and Chemical Plant situa- 
ted in the East Ward on the north 


boundary of the Town. One of the 
busiest plants in Lindsay at thav 
time w Men its products were in de- 
mand, it has changed hands several 
limes during the past few years. 

Train loads of hard wood were 
brought from the timberlands of 
Haliburton down to, Lindsay on the 
Haliburton line, giving work to 
scores of men in Lindsay as well as 
supplying remunerative occupation. 
to men in the woods. The railroads 
secured the business of distributing 
the products of the mill to Torento. 
Montreal and other cities. 

A few years ago, when the Lind- 
say Distillers were buying property 
in Lindsay, this plant was taken 
over by them. This company went 
into liquidation at the beginning of 
the present depression after which 
the boilers and machinery were sold. 

The Horn Brothers Woollen Co. 
bought the estate in order to se- 
cure some tanks and pumps which 
were left in the dismantled build- 
ings. After securing the building 
the Company let the contract of 
wrecking the building and a gang 
of men are tearing out the floors 
and loading the steel rails with 
which the concrete was reinforced, 
on flat-bottomed cars. The steel 
roof will not be taken off nor the 
walls wrecked until the metal is 
all removed from the centre of the 
building. 

This is the second industry which 
formerly occupied this manufac- 
turing site, the first being the Rath- 
burn Lumber and Shingle Mill 
which was erected in the pioneer 
days of Lindsay. The Rathburn 
mill manufactured laths, shingles, 
and other types of lumber. 

The removal of the old Hodgson 
plant will sever another link with 
early history in Lindsay. It is the 
second old building in a short space 
of time to be under the process of 
wrecking, the other being the old 
elevator on the south side of King 
Street,

The varicus ways of making 


whitewash either for the adornment 
of the home or as a disinfectant of 
certain farm buildings are of peren- 
nial interest. 

The mixture used at the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Scott, Sask.. 


poultry, sheep, hogs and, cattle has 
several materials added to the lime 
and water. First, fifty pounds of 
lime is dissolved in eight gallons of 
boiling water. To this is added six 
gallons of hot water which has ten 
pounds of salt and one pound of 
alum dissolyed in it. A can of lye 
is added to every twenty-five gal- 
lons of the mixture. A pound of 
cement to every three gallons is 
gradually added and thoroughly 
stirred, 

The object of using alum is to 
prevent the lime rubbing off. Ce- 
ment makes a more Creamy mix~ 
ture so that it is easier to apply and 
more surface covered. Lye is add- 
ed for disinfecting purposes, but a 
quart of creosol disinfectant to ev- 
ery eight gallons would serve the 
same purpose. Lye is preferred 
when the colour is’ to be kept white. 

Frequently inquiries are made tor 
a waterproof whitewash to be used 
outside. This can be made as fol- 
lows: Slake 62° pounds of quicklime 
In 12 gallons of hot water and add 
two pounds of salt and one pound 
of sulphate ‘of zinc dissolved in 
two gallons of water. To this mix- 
ture add two gallons of skim milk. 
An ounce of alum per gallon, though 
not essential, would improve it. Salt 
should be omitted If required for 
metal surfaces which rust.

The 
letter reads as follows: 

Dear Miss Harris: 

This is a letter to thank you peo- 
ple of the East, and you especially, 
for your kindness to us of the West. 

T am a teacher teaching 15 miles 
south of Glen Ewen, which {s about 
35 miles from Manitoba and 1 1-2 
miles from the United States. I 
have been here for two years. We 
have had no crop for two years and 
next to no feed for four years—no 
gardens, due to drought and grass- 
hoppers. Perhaps you will see how 
welcome everything is to us then. 

I have had no pay this year, but 
as my father has a general store 
here, my boarding place accepts 
proceries for board. A delegation of 
teachers from South Saskatchewan 
is interviewing Premier Gardiner 
next Saturday about our financial 
problems, Perhaps you will wonder 
how I got your letter. A committee 
“{ four men and two women (of 
Which my father and mother were 
both members) were selected in 
town and this, with the addition 
of the reeve and councillors of the 
municipality have charge of the dis- 
tribution: Everything is tabulated 
and divided according to the needs 
of the needy" families. Then lt was 
packed or bagged for them to take. 
My father was the chairman of the 
committee so the letters got, 
while sending out the things, he set 
aside to be answered. 

We are haying delightful fall wea- 
ther here now, which I sincerely 
hope continues, as I walk to school 
I have a very large school, all 
grades to the tenth. 

My father and mother both came 
from Ontario; Mother from near 
Orangeville and Dad fzom Ottawa. 
I am enclosing extracts from our 
local paper about the cars sent. 
Over 750 people were given things 
from your car, Assuring you we peo- 
ple of the West feel much gratitude

The Sunday morning service was 
taken by Rev, Dr. Barnes, who has 
for a number of years beer closely 
associated with the mission fields, 
particularly the Indian mission in 
the Western provinces, and has 
made several visits to Norway House 
where Rev. Rosco and Mrs. Chapin 
have spent so much of their time. 

Rosco Chapin was born and re- 
ceived his public and high school 
education here. He was, even as a 
iad, keenly interested in the activi- 
es of the church. He left behind 
him a host of friends who looked 
forward eagerly to the time when 
he would receive his degree. When 
he had done so, howver, he decided 
that the Indians needed him and 
he has been serving them since 
that time, in company with his 
wife, who was educated in Union- 
ville and Toronto University. 

After a few years stay at Norway 
House, which is situated three hun- 
{red miles north-east of Winnipeg, 
at the head of Lake Winnipeg, a 
call came from an isolated field 
two hundred miles further on, over 
rough waters. The trip could only 
be made by canoe, But this young 
couple decided that it was their 
duty to go, 

The trip at that time could not 
be made in less than seven days. 
Tere were no rest houses along the 
way, no sleeping accommodation, 
save that provided each night by 
the Indians who manned the ca- 
noes, but this Ontario couple start- 
éd happily on their way to Island 
Lake where they were to remain 
five years, Al the end of that time 
they asked permission to remain an- 
other term of five years, and so they 
carried on, doing a great work in a 
great and beautiful land, 


Mrs. Chapin’s health was such that 
she was compelled to make that 


who had to carry her over places 
where the water was too difficult 
for a canoe to pass, In this event, 
the Indians cartied her over land

because no horses could be taken 
in to the Island. 

During two monms in the Spring 
and Autumn, no mail could be re- 
ceived or sent out. Radio has taken 
a prominent part in the Island life 


.| however, because messages are Tre- 


ceived quite clearly, though there is 
no radio station on the Island, and 
consequently, no messages can’ be 
transmitted by the inhabitants. 
The airplane has been of im- 
measurable yalue to the natives and 
missionaries during the past few 
years, especially in cases of severe 
illness, or accidents, because, so 
often patients are too ill to cross 
the portages which are necessary on 
the canoe trip to Norway House. 
‘Dr. Barnes assured his hearers 


‘| that all Indians are not lazy, by ex- 


plaining that they run all day ahead 
of their dog trains, in order to break 
the track for them, and he went on 
to say that if a white man with 
his superiority complex tried to fol- 
low an Indian for eyen one day 
he would fall by the wayside. 

~The Indians on the Island have 
followed the example set for them 
by the missionaries, and built neat 
houses, have tidy yards and an ap- 
pearance of thrift, but true to the 
old traditions, they revert to their 
original life in summer, by moving 
out to tents. 

The stations along Lake Winni- 
peg where missionaries are working 
are Berens River, Rross Lake, Deer 
Lake, Fisher River, Gods Lake, Lit- 
tle Grand Rapids, Nelson House, 
Norway House, Oxford House, Pek- 
angekum and Poplar River.

This ts the true story of an ep!- 
sode that occurred in a Lindsay 
home one night last week and bears 
out the old and much worn adage 
that truth is stranger than fiction. 

The story has to do with a well- 
known local man whose wife was 
absent on a holiday in the city, leav- 
ing friend husband to pile the 
dishes in the sink until her return 
and to guard the familly possessions 
and home generally. 

It so bappened that during this 
lady's absence the whole town be- 
came somewhat upset over a series 
of attempted burglaries, and thereby.

Following the report in the press 
regarding the burglaries, there was 
a general tightening up around 
town on husbands who spent too

Third, there Is 
he problem of the motorist who 
rust realize that despite all laws 


and regulations, despite  play- 
grounds and all other facilities, 
some children will play {in the 
streets. ‘Yhey may have their 
games; they may skate or ride 
their bleyeles, All these must be 
guarded against, 

Figures supplied by the National 
Bureau of Casualty and Surety Un- 
derwriters indicate that 49,780 chil- 
dren playing in our street were In- 
volved in accidents lust year. Of 
this number, 1,680 were killed and 
48,100 Injured, some of them maim- 
ed for life. We do not speak of that 
other game, the riding or hitebing 
ob vehicles most played by cbill- 
dren, but ut the same time about 
5,000 children were Injured last 
year and about 300 were killed do- 
{ng this. It Is a serfous problem to 
solve but jt must be done {nu the 
{olerest of future generations.

Christianity began in testimony, 
or witness.

It was through this same power 
of witness that Peter, on the Day 
of Pentecost, aroused the con- 
sciences of men and women so 
that many were added to. the 
church, and it was this same wit- 
nessing urge and spirit that sent 
Paul and his companions forth 
throughout the ancient world to tell 
the story of what God had done for 
them through Jesus Christ and His 
salvation.

Here in our lesson we have a 
sample of this witness. Paul is 
writing on behalf of himself and 
his companiorjs , Silvanus and 
Timotheus, to the church at Thes- 
salon‘ca, which he had been instru- 
mental in establishing. It is a 
typical letter of Paul.
